NOT AFTER PRAIRIE BUSINESS 

The two railway systems announce 
winter tourist rates good from points in 
eastern Canada to the Pacific coast. The 
rates will be the same as the tourist rates 
in force during the summer, and the re- 
turn journey need not be made until the 
end of April. 

This, it is explained, is a concession 
made in response to a popular demand. 
People who read their newspapers atten- 
tively may suspect it is a concession made 
to the exigencies of the case. United 
States railways have been cutting through 
rates. The Canadian roads had to do the 
same or eastern Canada tourists would do 
their travelling to the Pacific over US. 
lines, 

It is a misfortune, for the Canadian 
railways as well as for the public, that 
United States railways cannot, com- 
pete for traffic between prairie points and 
the Pacific coast. If they did, the winter 
tourist rates on the Canadian lines would 
be made to apply to this part of Canada 
also. That would earn money for the 
Canadian railways, though they refuse to 
admit the point. 

Despite the times, there are thousands 
of people in the prairie provinces who 
would spend a part of the winter in the 
mild wetness along the Pacific if the rail- 
ways invited them to do so in their rate 
schedules. If the rates stay up the most of 
these would-be prairie tourists will stay at 
home and spend the winter in the more 
pleasant, if more rigorous, weather that 
is usual on this side of the mountains. 


IF THE LEAGUE GOES 

The disarmament conference has been 
suspended, and Italy threatens to quit the 
League of Nations. The Fascist grand 
council is to meet next month and decide 
whether Italy will stay in or get out. 

From Washington comes the curious 
comment that the administration there 
views “‘with little concern and no sorrow” 
the collapse of the conference and the 
apparent disintegration of the League. It 
was a former Democratic president of the 
United States who “invented” the League 
and got the nations to adopt it as a clear- 
ing house for international disputes, in- 
cluding the poly-angular and everlasting 
dispute about disarmament. Mr. Roose- 
velt is thus pictured as repudiating Mr. 
Wilson and all his works for world peace. 

Several other governments will also 
view the suspension of the conference and 
the apparent breaking-down of the League 
without much concern or sorrow. The 
Zaharoffs will also witness these develop- 
ments with equanimity, and something 
more than equanimity; they will be de- 
lighted. 

Outside these official and interested 
circles the matter may be viewed differ- 
ently. Unless they are blind and dumb, 
the deadlock in the disarmament confer- 
ence and the threatened dissolution of the 
League will shock the peoples of the earth 
into recognition of the peril that is being 
brought upon them by the stupidity, cupid- 
ity and faithlessness of their governments 
—peoples and governments outside the 
League as well as inside. 

If the League is wrecked, the one or- 
ganized agency for the prevention of war 
goes with it. Governments may or may 
not be concerned about that. Their sub- 
jects ought to be. 


ONE MILLION; VERSUS 
TWENTY CENTS 

There are two or three things about 
which the people of Canada should do 
some serious thinking as they reflect that 
thousands of men are being employed just 
now in national parks and elsewhere on 
public works at a wage rate of twenty 
cents a day plus board. 

One is that twenty cents a day, plus 
board is thus established officially as the 
wages for unskilled labor in Canada. There 
is no use hoping piously that private em- 
ployers pay more than the govern- 


ment rate. In some cases they will, and 
can. But the rule holds that the wage 
rate paid for public works sets the rate 
vate employment. 
'e have to go back a good many years 
te find the time in Canada 


when wages 


° 

were at that low level or anywhere near 
it. Are Canadians prepared to back 
fifty years in their standards living? 
That is what they will have to do, whether 
they want it or not, if the pay for un- 
skilled labar is established permanently at 
any point near the present official rate. 
For the rate for unskilled labor sets the 
rate for skilled labor, salaries, dividends, 
and the standard of living, inevitably. 

What are we to suppose these men in 
the camps are thinking about as they con- 
trast their rate of pay with the incomes of 


others, particularly those of them who 
fought for Canada in the mud and blood 
in Flanders? Does anybody imagine we 
are building up in the minds of these men 
a feeling of pride in Canada, a sense of 
justice recetved, and a resolution to sup- 
port Canadian institutions and ways of 
doing business, public and private? 

And what is the public getting out of 
this business of exploiting men in their 
adversity? We are getting some park im- 
provements and some road construction, 
at a cost that should make us blush. Be- 
yond that, nothing. There is no distribu- 
tion of buying power in hiring man at that 
scale of pay, and without a distribution 
and increase of buying power there can be 
no Hope of business revival and a return 
to normal times. Canada can never “come 
back” on twenty cents a day wages. 

If this was the best Canada could do 
for unemployed men, nothing further 
could be said. But is isn’t. We haven't yet 
tried to equalize deflation or cut down our 
national overhead. We are still paying 
interest on seven or eight billions of bor- 
rowed dollars; dollars which never should 
have been borrowed, and interest which 
could be stapped by handing back the 
money to those from whom our govern- 
ments borrowed it. 


That, too, is something the men in the 
camps are thinking about, and the people 
of Canada ought to be thinking about. 
One million dollars a day for interest on 
public borrowings, and twenty cents a day 
for men working on public works! That 
can’t go on.

Now that United States has extended recogni- 
tion to Soviet Russia—the last of the nations to 
extend recognition—Maxim Litvinoff is entitled to 
rise and sing “Who's afraid of the big bad bear?” 
Kipling’s advice—levelled at Czgrist Russia—“be- 
ware of Adam Zad, the bear that walks like a man,” 
is relegated to the literary garret. 

The Soviet has demonstrated its abliity to gov- 
ern and retain the approval of the effective 
majority of the Russian people. Sovietism has 
modified its methods. Mutual fears have subsided. 
The recognition of Russia by United States carries 
with it an agreement whereby each shall refrain 
from carrying on propaganda in the other's terri- 
tory. In a world in which there is little peace, 
the rapprochement between United States and 
Russia is one of the few thngs that peace-lovers 
can find comfort in.

Litvinoff—or Finkelstein to five him his 
original name—has seen ages ripen within his life- 
time. He has ridden the wave of the revolutionary 
movement all the way from his Siberian exile to 
this crowning feat of his diplomatic career. 

Born as “Finkelstein” in Russian Poland in 
1879, the young. broad-shouldered exile from 
Siberia presented himself one night in 1904 at 
Lenin’s apartment in London. He became one of 
the group of penniless young emigres for whom 
Lenin’s wife used to cook meals in silence, while 
the men talked of the coming revolution. Lenin 
had been born Ulyanov. Bronstein had taken the 
name “Trotsky,” so Finkelstein assumed as his 
nom de revolution the name Litvinoff. 

Litvinoff developed a tremendous admiration 
for things English and married an English girl. 
Ivy Low, daughter of a well-known English lawyer. 
Ivy Litvinoff accompanies her husband everywhere 
and is credited with a considerable share of the 
social and official success her husband has won. 

Other diplomats are bound by age-old tradi- 
tions of office. Litvinoff with no traditions and 
precedents to hamper him, has availed himself to 
the full of his liberties. He turned the Economic 
Conference to his purpose by reading the delegates 
a lecture on the evils of war and offering to relieve 
the congested nations of a billion dollars worth of 
their surplus stocks if they would grant his country 
necessary credits. The winning over of Uncle Sam 
to recognition of Soviet Russia is probably an out- 
come of Litvinoff's offer on that occasion. 

Nations, like individuals, cannot live to them- 
selves alone, though some arrange their fiscal 
policies with the evident intent of trying so to do. 
Anything that makes for the interchanges of trade 
makes for peace and comfort in the world. Russia 
through her birth-pangs and experimentations may 
be working out solutions for the ills of other 
nations. Through her stripes others may yet be 
healed. 

No nation with a third of its workers relegated 
to chronic idleness and its merchants and farmers 
on the verge of bankruptcy is in a position to throw 
the first stone at Soviet Russia. 


William Arthur Deacon's latest book, “My Vision

It isn’t Communism or a Wellsian Utopia. Mr. 
Deacon says: 

“There will never come a day when a gov- 
ernment of Canada will legislate that private 
property be abolished. But, little by little, 
wages and living conditions will improve for 
the less educated classes; imperceptibly the 
immense fortunes, now belonging to families, 
will be gently diminished, and finally dis- 
appear. Spectacular salaries will be reduced 
Taxes will increase. Poverty will disappear 
very quickly. 

Mr. Deacon is especially aggrieved as a Cana- 
dan that Britain at one time thought very little of 
Canada as an outlet for settlement or investment, 
and was quite prepared to let it go, thinking it 
not worth the trouble to defend in the event of 
U.S,-Canadian hostilities. He finds repeatedly 
expressed satisfaction that the American colonists 
licked the British, and equal satisfaction that the 
US, offer of reciprocity in 1910 was rejected. He 
certainly does not comprehend western opinion 
when he suggests that reciprocity would be re- 
jected today.

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Health and Diet Advice

MORE ABOUT RICKETS i. 

The baby born in the temperate zones is the one 
to be guarded against rickets, for during the cold, 
stormy winter he will receive little benefit from 
vitamin D built up through sunbaths and it is a 
well known fact that most cases 
of rickets occur during this 
time. Young children in crowded 
cities suffer the most from lack 
of sunlight and are the ones 
most likely to have rickets, 
which is a very common disor- 
der among them. 

These children, like the Esk- 
imo infants, would still have no 
rickets, if the dict of the moth- 
ers during the nursing peeriod, 
contained plenty of Vitamin D. 
However, refined foods often 
have too little of this vitamin 
and the mother may not secure 
enough to insure the baby against rickets, As high 
as half of all breast-fed children in cities develop 
rickets in some degree during the late winter and 
the rate is slightly higher for bottle-fed babies. If 
you are nursing your baby, you should make a 
special effort to get enough vitamin D into your 
diet to help your baby’s bones grow strong and 
straight. 

The reason that vitamin D aids in bone develop- 
ment is that it enables the body to use the calcium 
and phosphorous which are the minerals needed to 
make bone. Even when plenty of calcium and 
phosphorous are present the body will not get the 
real good from them unless vitamin D is supplied. 

Upon reading authorities on food, I have noticed 
that many of them take it for granted that the diet 
contains enuogh calcium and that there is only a 
necessity for providing the vitamin D to use it. 
However, my own experience has shown me that 
many formulas for feeding infants, where prepared 
or refined foods are used, may be so low in cal- 
cium that not enough bone-building material is 
being provided. In such cases it is necessary to pro- 
vide vitamin D and also to change the feedings to 
supply calcium. 

As milk is one of our best sources of calcium, I 
advise giving bottle-fed babies cow's milk until two 
years of age; with the milk the baby should also 
be given orange juices, which serves as an addit- 
ional source of calcium. The best results I have ever 
seen in feeding babies have been obtained when 
this milk and orange juice diet was used. The milk 
contatins an appreciable amount of vitamin D, but 
is a better source of this vitamin during summer. 
During the winter, when the cow’s milk may be 
low in vitamin D it is a good plan to make sure

- the vitamin is secured by giving the baby sunbaths 


on every possible occasion and by exposing him to 
ultra-violet ray lamps when the sun is not avail- 
able. 

After the age of two, the danger of rickets is 
greatly lessened as after this time, the child is old 
enough to secure a variety of foods, and if the 
diet is well-balanced, he will get enough vitamin 
D, as this vitamin occurs in foods grown in sun- 
light. It is also found in egg yolk and butter. 

When rickets develops during the winter in a cold 
climate, wherever it may be difficult to give the 
child sunbaths, it is generally advisable to take ad- 
vantatge of some of the man-made ways to get this 
vitamin as the cure can only be complete when 
sufficient amounts of vitamin D are secured. 

One of the reliable helps in the cure of rickets

The important thing about rickets is to teach 
mothers how to prevent it and to suspect it in the 
early stages. Every mother should be on guard 


| against rickets in the next few months, when the 


disease is sure to increase.

QUESTION: Mrs. Murietta P. writes: “Will sun 

baths for a baby through the window be effective 

during the winter months, or should I put him on 

the outside? How young may he begin these sun 

baths?” 


ANSWER: The sun's rays during the late autumn | 


and winter contain a smaller amount of ultra- 
violet light than during the summer, but it is all 
right to give the baby sun baths on days when the 
weather permits. The rays do not penetrate glass. 
Even on a cold day it is often possible to give the 
baby a sun bath by placing it on a blanket on the 


‘floor of a warm room where the sun's rays come 


through the window, raising the window so that 
there is no glass to interfere with the ultra-violet 
rays.

THE FIRST 
MACMILLAN REPORT 

Editor Bulletin: Since the Royal 
Commission on Banking have 
presented their report to the 
prime minister and a summary of 
its contents made public there 
has been much comment—as was 
to be expected. It was a fore- 
gone conclusion that the majority 
report would favor a “Central 
Bank” for Canada. The Macmil- 
lan commission recommends that 
Canada’s Central Bank should be 
financed by private shareholders 
for the purpose of giving it inde- 
pendence of governments and the 
banks. That recommendation 
has, apparently, created a storm 
great many 


circles. 


It would be prudent to reserve 
final judgment until a close per- 
usal of the “report” has been 
made and in the meantime, why 
not let us explore the report made 
by the “Committee on Finance 
and Industry,” better known as 
the Macmillan report of London, 
June, 1931, as it contains a great 
deal of valuable information con- 
cerning a “Central Bank.”

pended seems to be the effect of 
monetary conditions upon human 
psychology. If we take the depth 
of a depression, we find easy 
money, idle balances, but no con- 
fidence, and, therefore, reduced 
investment and reduced output. 

A central bank must possess 
four rights:— 

(a) The right to note issue. 

(b) The right to hold the re- 
serves of the commercial 
banks. 

(c) The right to buy and sell 
securities. 

(d) The right to discount. 

In the task of management, the 
central banks are faced with three 
main classes of difficulties:— 

1. Non-monetary causes of in- 

stability, 

2. Possible divergences between 
the interests of their own 
country and of those of the 
world outside. 

3. Inadequate control over the 
monetary machine and its 
working. 

Even if a central bank can con- 
trol the amount of bank money 
and credit, it cannot easily control 
their uses or determine the pur- 
poses to which they shall be put. 
For the use to which bank credit 
is put the central bank must rely 
very largely on the commercial 
banks and other financial insti- 
tutions. 


The major objectives of asound 
monetary policy—for example, 
the maintenance of the parity of 
foreign exchanges without un- 
necessary disturbances to domes- 
uc business, the avoidance of 
credit cycle, and the stability of 
price level—-cannot be attained 
except by the constant exercise 
of knowledge, judgment and au- 
thority by individuals placed in a 
position of unchallengeable inde- 
pendence with great resources and 
every technical device at their 
disposition, 

The Bank of England, the Cen- 
tral Bank of England, is a private 
institution practically indepen- 
dent of any form of legal control 
save in regard to its powers of 
issuing bank notes and granting 
loans to the state. Its foundation 
in 1694 arose out of the difficul- 
ties of the government of the day 
in securing subscriptions to state 
loans. Its primary Purpose was 
to raise and lend money to the 
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Central Bank And 
Provincial Rights

Residents of the western provinces of Canada must 
have read with horror and amazement the Bank Commis- 
sion’s recommendation of a privately owned Central Bank 
with a nominal capital of five million dollars being given 
entire control of currency and credit in Canada. Nothing 
wilder wes imagined in the memoirs of Sinbad the Sailor. 
There would be two bank squeezes instead of one. 


What our eastern moguls must realize is that the retro- 
grade commercial movement has been allowed to drift so 
far that national safety and national recovery depend on 
the adoption of a financial policy which will have the sup- 
port of all classes of Canadian people in all the provinces. 
It is too late to talk about the high standing and heaven- 
bestowed integrity of our Canadian bankers. No one ever 
questioned either their standing or their integrity. The 
fear is that in being true they are true to their banking 
interests first and to the welfare of the general public 


afterwards. 


Therefore the public demand is for a control of cur- 
rency and:credit in such wise as that the interests of the 
general public shall be directly represented in that control. 
Nothing else and nothing less will be ratified by the voters 
in the Dominion general election now fast approaching. 
Installation of any other system will only put the nation 
to the trouble and expense of remodelling the system to 
accord with the national decision. 


Canada covers too great an area to enable any group 
of men centralized 1u one city to correctly understand all 
the varying needs of our widely distributed population. 
When it comes down to the needs of any particular locality, 
the means of exact knowledge will be found vested in the 


provincial authorities. 


This is the key to a successful 


Central Bank system governing currency and credit. 


The usefulness of our provincial governments has been 
too long cribed, cabined and confined within municipal 
limits; leaving all the commercial and financial facilities to 
be defined, and granted, withheld or restricted by men liv- 
ing thousands of miles away, and having their own finan- 
cial interests to consider as one of the factors influencing 


judgment. 


Therefore a Central Bank system, to be completely 
useful and nationally successful, must involve an intimate 
co-operation between the Dominion government and the 
several provincial governments. 

The parent Central Bank should be organized and 


owned and operated by the government of Canada; so that 
private interests will not have to be served in priority to 


public interests. 


There should be one branch of the Central Bank in 
each province, organized, owned and operated by the gov- 


ernment of that province. 


The allocation of powers as between the parent Cent- 
ral Bank and the branch Central Banks would be made by 
Act of the Parliament of Canada; but the personnel of the 
branch bank and the extent to which each branch bank 
would exercise the powers conferred on it by the Domin- 
ion Act would from time to time be determined by the 


provincial government. 


This will give to each locality in Canada direct repre- 
sentation in its own financial affairs. The nation will then 
consist of a union of provinces pulling together for national 
recovery. Ten years’ experience of the working of such a 
system will do much to remove the suspicions and fears 
with which financial control is now regarded by the gen- 


eral public. 


The substituting of national confidence for national 
lack of confidence and fear will interpose an effective bar- 
rier to the sweep of a panic across the country; and the 
knowledge that Canadian currency and Canadian credit 
cannot be privately controlled, contracted or manipulated 
will be worth more to Canada than all her gold mines.

service it received under its char- 
ter and various acts of parliament 
certain privileges of issuing bank 
notes. The corporation commenc- 
ed with an assured life of twelve 
years, after which the govern- 
ment had the right to annul its 
charter on giving a year's notice. 
Subsequent extensions of this 
period coincided generally with 
the grant of additional loans to 
the state. Finally by the bank 
act of 1844 the privileges of the 
bank were continued subject to 
termination by twelve (12) 
months’ notice. 

The Bank of England is practi- 
cally free to do whatever it likes 
with one exception, and that is 
the Tonnage act, 1694, which bars 
the bank for all time from using 
any of its funds in dealing in 
merchandise or wares of any de- 
scription, 

The Bank of England is inde- 
pendent of political influences, yet 
functioning solely in the public 
interest; with long traditions and 
experience and clothed with vast 
prestige, yet not distrustful of evo- 
lutionary change or hesitant of 
new responsibilities; entrenched 
in the centre of struggle for profit 
and access to the arcana of the 
market, yet itself aloof and un- 
tinged by the motives of private 
gain. 

The endeavor of domestic man- 
agement should be to promote the 
stability of output and of em- 
ployment at a high level by influ- 
encing the regular flow of savings 
into investment at home and 
abroad. The problem as to how 
this influence is best exercised 
is essentially a practical one, So 
fax as short term loans are con- 


cerned the banks both are and 
ought to be the main source of 
supply; and it should lie, there- 
fore, within the powers of the 
banking system to regulate their 
rate of flow without difficulty. 
But the main source of supply for 
long-term investment must be 
normally and properly, outside the 
banking system. 

Furthermore, if expansion or 
contraction of credit leading to 
rising or falling prices has once 
gathered momentum, the capacity 
of a central bank to check it; cer- 
tainly to check the contraction, 
becomes much more difficult, and 
the same volume of credit in a 
period of great activity has an ef- 
fect on the price level quite dif- 
ferent from that which it has 
during a period of depression. 

When practical ‘bankers and 
business men can explain clearly 
the causes of the trade cycle, why 
prosperity is followed by depres- 
sion, and depression by prosper- 
ity, and practical means to avoid 
the economic waste caused there- 
by, and when they can adjust 
more satisfactorily the powers of

Claudette Colbert A fafous Hol-/| 
lywood make-up man claims that | 
it's one of the rules of beauty to 
have the eyebrows always follow 
their own natural line. That con- 
tour over the eye means some- 
thing, he says, and it shouldn't be 
destroyed.

It is my contention that when 
plucking the brows, the natural line 
of each eyebrow should be pre- 
served as far as possible. Only the 
stray hairs that tend to make the 
brows look unclean should be ex- 
tracted. For if the brows are 
plucked into abnormally thin lines, 
or into a shape that nature never 
intended them to _ have, they're, 
likely to detract from, rather than 
add to, the loveliness of a girl's, 
face. | 

However, even though a girl may) 
Tealize how essential it is to pre- 
serve the natural arch of each brow 
she may be totally ignorant of how 
to pluck her brows properly. Some | 
gals, for instance, complain that) 
they find the plucking most pain- 
ful, and others claim that after the 
plucking small eruptions appear | 
around their eyebrows. | 

In cases such as these, the cause | 
usually is that improper tweezing 
methods are employed. In the first 
place, eyebrow tweezers should al- 
ways be sterilized before using 
When the brows are plucked, the 
pores in the skin open. And if the 
tweezers are not really clean, 
germs may enter these pores and 
causeb lemishes and eruptions. 

In the second place, the plucking 
should be done methodically. Be- 
fore the eyebrow tweezing is start- 
ed, a coating of cold cream should 
be smoothed over the brows and 
permitted to remain on a while 
Then the brows should be brushed 
into shape with a small eyebrow 
brush, and the plucking itself | 
should be done. After the tweezing 
has been completed, all remaining | 
cream sh6uld be removed, and) 
witch hazel or a good astringent | 
should be applied to close the pores. |

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 23. — Lee 
Tracy, film actor, was discharged 
from the employ of Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer motion picture company last 
night by Louis B. Mayer, studio 
executive, who described Tracy's 
behavior in Mexico City as “deplor- 
able.” 

Announcement of Tracy's dismis- 
sal was contained in a telegram 
which Mayer sent to Abelardo 
Rodriguez, president of Mexico. It 
said the Actor's five-year contract 
had been cancelled “as a result of 
Tracy's deplorable behavior.” 

Tracy was scheduled to leave El 
Paso, Tex. last night for Los 
Angeles where he is expected 
tonight. He eluded Mexican border 
guards in reaching El Paso. They 
sought to arrest him on charges of 
making offensive gestures and re- 
marks when he stood on a balcony 
of a Mexico City hotel and watched 
parading cadets march by

Handlers of Russian Im- 
ports Say Finland Sup- 
plants Canada 


LONDON Nov. 23—The Canadian 
complaint about import of Russian 
timber to Britain was attacked in 
vigorous fashion last night by Tim- 
‘ber Distributors Limited, chief 
| handlers of the Russian imports, 
who circulated a 1,200-word state- 


ment among all members of the 
House of Commons declaring the 
Canadian case “completely fails to 
stand the least serious expert ex- 
amination.” 

Canada has for a long time pro- 
tested strenuously that huge imports 
of Russian timber by the United 
Kingdom are contrary to the Ot- 
tawa-United Kingdom trade agree- 
raent. Her last formal complaint 
was forwarded to Moscow by the 
British Board of Trade.

VANCOUVER, Nov. 23.—“We are 
amazed that any members of the

On the motion of Ald. J. W. Find- 
lay, the committee asked Supt. Cun- 


|ningham to prepare a detailed re- 
port on each of the three alternat- 


ives. 
NO NEED TO RUSH 
Mr. Cunningham said there was 


no need to rush in connection with 
the present power arrangement, 
whereby the city purchases a per- 
centage of its power requirements 
from the company. The agreement 
would not expire until October 1, 
1935. 

Were the existing agreement ter- 
rninated, Edmonton would be left 
without reserve power facilities as 
the plant stood at the present time, 
Mr. Cunningham explained. 

Installation of a 15,000-kilowatt 
turbine is necessary before the 
city could carry its own load, the 
power superintendent informed the 
committee. 
would not meet the requirements. 
SPREAD COST 

While the cost of extending the 
plant would be about $1,300 000, this 
would be spread 
over a period of years, declared Mr. 
Cunningham, adding that an up-to- 
date plant capable of generating all 
the power the city would require 
at peak load times could be 
completed within 20 months’ time. 

An offer to purchase the city- 
owned Chisholm Block, Jasper and 
104 street, at a price of $65,000 was 
left in the hands of the commis- 
sioners for further negotiations 

Supt. John Paterson quoted fig- 
ures showing the land assessment 
on the property to be $117,330; the 
building assessment, $21,390; the list 
price of the property, $75,000; cost 
of the property to the city at the 
time of forfeiture, $60,504; annual 
taxes, $7,541; total rents for 1932, 
$9,905; and estimated renf total for 
1933, $7,707, due to a reduction in 
the rents.
